he French were cheeked; they took villages, 
housands of prisoners, they conquered the Lor- 
rette Heights and almost cleared Vimy Ridge, but 
before July came they had to give it up.

In September came the first really great allied 
offensive. In Champagne, between Auberive and 
the Argonne, on an 18-mile front, 300,000 French, 
after an unprecedented artillery preparation, sud- 
denly “swept the top.” The first advance was a 
hrilling success. On the whole front, to the 
depth of a mile, in places of more than two miles, 
the French crossed the various lines of German de- 
they even reached the third line, near 
Navarin Farm. They took 25,000 prisoners and 
more than 100 guns. But at the third line the 
advance was checked. 

The losses of the French the first day were in- 
significant, but on the succeeding days they were 
terrific. By Oct. 1 the offensive had to be aban- 
doned. Meantime the British at Loos had hada 
similar experience. After initial gains they were 
checked, they lost over 50,000 men and gained only 
Loos and a few square miles of shell-torn country 
at this staggering cost, although at one moment

With the German assault upon Verdun, just two 
years ago, we enter a new phase of offensive opera- 
tions. All previous efforts had failed because after 
the guns had cleared away the first-line defenses 

of the enemy, the assailants had been checked be- 
fore the second and third lines, while the guns had 
been unable jo perform against these second and 
third lines, because they could not be moved for- 
vard rapidly enough. In a word, the troops outran 
he heavy guns, which can only be moved with 
long delays.

The use of gas 
in warfare dates 
back to about 400 
B.C. The Spartans 
saturated wood 
with pitch and sul- 
phur and burned it 
under the walls of 
cities which they 
were attacking. 
For several cen- 
turies gas had not 
been used in war- 
fare and The 
Hague convention 
definitely ruled 
against it. How- 
ever, on April 22, 
1915, tLe Germans 
liberatel great 
of gas 
against Canadian 
troops near Ypres. 
Terrible destruc- 
tion and demoral- U. 8. 
ization resulted from this first gas 
attack and within a week England 
made plans for gas warfare against 
the Germans. Gas is now an every- 
day part of war. 

Gases may be employed in the teins 
of clouds, or in shells, bombs and 
hand grenades. The first gas at- 
tacks in present war were in clouds. 
Fumes were liberated from steel con- 
tainers, which were distributed in 
groups of three or four, at intervals 
of 50 yards along the trenches op- 
posite the line to be attacked. Tubes, 
provided with a stopcock attachment, 
were connected with the gas tanks 
and the end of the tube was passed 
over the parapet. When an attack 
was intended, a signal was given and 
the stopcocks were opened, allowing 
the gas to escape in the form of 
liquid, which immediately vaporized. 

The success of a “gas cloud,” which 
is still used, is dependent upon at- 
mospheric conditions. Careful plan- 
ning is necessary. The fact that 
trenches are irregular, often with 
wide juts, renders it difficult to lib- 
erate a gas cloud effectively. The 
gases used, being heavier than air, 
when released under proper atmos- 
pheric conditions, are blown, or ap- 
pear to roll, along the ground, usu- 
ally in the form of a dense greenish- 
yellow cloud. At best, the cloud

In a word, 
this school of the restricted local offensive is 
the natural development of Marshal Joffre’s once 
famous policy of “nibbling.” 
Petain, the defender of Verdun and now French

The two principal factors in gas defense are effective masks and thor- 
ough training of soldiers in the use of masks and various methods of 
avoiding contact with poisonous vapors. 

Experts who have been sent to this country by the allied government» 
have pronounced the present American: masks the most efficient ‘r 
istence. The production of these masks is progressing at a rate wh’ 
sures that the requirements of the American troops abroad will b« 


Soon after the first German ,us 


sent to the front hundreds of thou- 
sands of home-made gas masks. For 
the most part 
they were merely 
bandages impreg- 
nated with chein- 
icals, to wrap 
around the mouth 
and nose. These 
emefgency masks 
saved many lives, 
but afforded only 
limited protec- 
tion. | 

The next step 
in gas masks was 
a cloth helmet or 
hood, which had 
been dipped ia 
neutralizing solu- 
tion, the bottom 
of which was 
tucked in the col- 
lar. This hood 
had two eye gog- 
gles. Alr was 
breathed in 
through the cloth. 
The chemicals in 
the cloth filtered 
the incoming afr, 
but there was no 
provision fo- rxa-. 
halation, aud 
within a short 
time the man was 
unable to get a 
proper amount of 
good air. 

The next im- 
provement was to put In an exhaust 
or outlet for the exhaled air. This 
type of mask has been used exten- 
sively. Its disadvantages are that a 
man cannot hear well, the chemicals 
m the cloth cause him trouble an‘ 
the mask cannot long remain “Im- 
permeable.to gases. 


The Efficient Gas Mask. 

The small box respirator mask was 
next developed and it is the model- 
of the mask we are at present using. 
It is the highest development, - af- 
fording good protection. It has en 
impervious face piece, with glass or 
celluloid eyepieces, held in place by 
rubber bands around the head. A 
canister is carried in a small knap- 
sack and a flexible tube connects the 
box in the face piece. Inside the face 
piece is a small wire clamp with 
rubber pads, which fits on the nose 
and forces the wearer to breath 
through his mouth. The end of a 
flexible tube has a rubber mouth- 
plece through which the man 
breathes. The incoming breath. cémes 
through the canister, which is filled 
with several layers of special chem- 
icals of an absorbent nature, which 
neutralize or render harmiess the gas- 
laden air. The outgoing breath 
passes outside the face piece through 
a small rubber valve. 

In the German mask the container 
for the neutralizing chemicals. .is 
screwed onto a ring in the bottom of 
the mask. With the German mask 
there is no outlet valve for the ex- 
haled air, both incoming and ovtgo- 
ing air passing through the con. . 
tainer. ~ 7

sive jurisdiction in damage cases

The text of the opinion, which be- — 
came available here tonight, in this — 
connection says: 

“Under no established rule. of .in- 
terpretation can it be doubted that 
Congress authorized in time of war 
the War Department,,and no other, 
to take over the railroads. Jf we 
assume (which is inconceivable) — 
that the Secretary of War declined | 
for that department, we can find no 
statute authorizing the control of 
the railroads under the Treasury De- 
partment, nor by a director-general 
of railroads.” . a 

_Judge Evans cited the law em- 

powering the Government to take 
over railroads, pointed out that Con- 
gress specified it should be done — 
through the War Department of le 
which Newton D. Baker is the head, 
land asserted that W. G. McAdoo, 
“who was and is Secretary of the 
Treasury,’ has been appointed by 
President Wilson as Director General, 
an office which the court says, the 
law does not recognize. After .re- 
marking it is inconceivable that the 
War Department was asked and re- 
fused to take over the railroads, 
Judge Evans declares, if the letter

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Prof. Stowell Quits Columbia 
‘“‘To Preserve Free.Speech’’ 


Famous International Law Authority Declares 
University Authorities Sought to Restrict 
His Expressions of Opinion--Fifth to 
Go Under Similar Conditions. 


NEW YORK, March 2 (By A. P.). 
—After announcing his resignation 
from Columbia University today, 
Prof. Ellery Cory Stowell of the 
department of international law de- 
clared he had resigned because his 
liberty of action in regard to the 
expression of his views on interna- 
tional affairs had been interfered 
with. He said he “could not pass 
unnoticed” a statement by Nicholas 
Murray Butler, president of the uni- 
versity, that “my resignation had 
nothing to do with the question of 
academic freedom.” 

Prof. Stowell is the fifth member 
of Columbia's faculty to leave since 
the beginning of the academic year. 
Prof. J. McNain Cattel and Dr. H. 
W. L. Dana have been dismissed for 
alleged seditious activities, while 
Prof. Charles A. Beard, Prof. Henry 
R. Mussey and Prof. Stowell have 
resigned. 

“My decision to sever my connec- 
tion with Columbia University,” said 
Prof. Stowell, explaining his resigna- 
tion, “was due to interference with 
my liberty of action there, more or 
less, especially in relation to express 
of my views on international affairs 


through the medium of newspapers. 


“Upon the outbreak of the war it 
seemed to serve the public interest 
to make statements to representati- 
tives of the press in relation to fnter- 


national] events, since in a democracy 
-the newspapers help the public to 
form the opinion on which atcion is 
based. As was to be expected, several 
of my more*conservative colleagues 
made evident their objection to this 
course.”’ 

.Prof. Stovall added that when one 
of the most influentia] faculty mem- 
bers remonstrated with him, he ex-

How completely we dominate the 
world’s commerce is shown by the 
imports and exports figures of 1917 
as compared to the pre-war period. 
In those statistics is the explanatios 
of why the world is knocking at our 
door begging for “hand-outs’: They 
show that America has been compell- 
ed to absorb not only the vast pre- 
war export trade of Germany, al- 
most in its entirety, but to make 
good the margin between Britain's 
exports during the war and the great- 
er volume she supplied to the world 
before the war; for while we grew 
large she grew smaller in this re- 
spect.’ 

Export and Import Figures. 

In 1917 America exported a total 
of $6,231,244,976 worth of goods. In 
the same period she imported $2,- 
952,467,955. Her total foreign trade 
reached the aggregate of $9,183,- 
712,913. The balance of trade in her 
favor was $3,278,777,021. In 1917 
the United Kinkdom exported, in 
round figures, $2,891, 700,000. In the 
same period she imported $5,275,- 
000,000. Her foreign trade bulked 
$8,067,600,000. leaving a balance of 
trade against her of $2,284,200,000. 
Comparing these figures with the 
pre-war period of 1913 we find that 
America exported a total of $2,484,- 
000,000 (this maes her exportations 
in 1917 more than two and half times 
as great). In the same period she 
imported $1,792,000,000. Her total 
foreign business totalled for, that 
year $4,276,000,000 (this makes her 
total trade of 1917 more than twice 
as large). The balance of trade in 
her favor that year was about $672,- 
000,000 or only about one-fifth as 
great as it was last year. 

In 1913 the United Kingdom ex- 
ported a total value of $3,086,100,- 
000. This was about $195,000,000 
greater than the exports of 1917, 
which accordingly showed a shrink- 
age due to the war of considerably 
more than 6 per cent. In the same 
year she imported a total value 
reaching about $3,837,340,000. The 
entire foreign commerce reached 
$6,923,440,000. This ts about $1,- 
145,000,000, less than the volume of 
1917, which therefore showed an in- 
crease of only 16 per cent compared 
fo the more than 200 per cent in- 
crease made by America. And it 
must be noted that the increase in 
the 1917 total over the 1913 total is 
due to a heavy increase in imports, 
while there was a heavy shrinkage 
in exports. In 1913 the trade bal- 
ance against the United Kingdom 
was only $751,240,000, while in 1917 
the trade bajance standing against 
her was almost 300 per cent larger 
than in the year preceding the war. 

The War Trade Board is also 
charged with the responsibility of 
gathering the data and arranging 
the preliminaries for both the tran- 
sitional period that will come with 
the end of the war, and the firmer 
base that’ will be reached when the 
permanent peace has been éstab- 
lished. 

In 1913 Germany exported about 
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$2,5663,000,000 worth of goods, which 
was more than America did in the 
same year. In 1916, when we were 
stil] at peace, we imported from Ger- 
many. exactly $5,818,742. In 1917 
this shrank to $159,352. In Decem- 
ber last year we imported precisely 
$451 worth of material from Ger- 
many. In all of 1917 we exported to 
Germany once a heavy drawer on our 
stuffs, just $3,275, and that was ma- 
terial for the Red Cross. In Decem- 
ber last we did no business at all 
with her, nor have we since. In 1916, 
while we still maintained a-relation- 
ship with the empire that was limit- 
ed by restrictions of the _ British 
blockade, we sent her $2,260,634 
worth of goods. 

In 1915 we imported from Ger- 
many $184,211,352 and exported to 
her $351,930,541. 

The foreign trade of the country 
is now divided into three classes— 
that with the allied nations, that with 
the neutrals and that (such as there 
is) with enemy countries. The latter 
two classes are so often intertwined 
that the greatest vigilance is neces- 
sary to prevent neutral trade from 
becoming actual enemy trade—io 
prevent the shipments we allow +¢o 
go to neutrals from falling into en- 
emy hands. 

The materials are classed as es- 
sentials and non-essentials. Every ef- 
fort is made to diminish trade in the 
non-essentials, but therein arises one 
of the difficulties. For example, the 
question of the importation of silk 
from Japan and the disposal of the 
Italian silk. 


Not long ago—it is now told for 
the first time—it became necessary 
for the allies to raise a big fund to 
absorb the greater part of the Italian 
silk output to prevent it from being 
shipped into Switzerland and there 
being snapped up by the Germans, 
who require the material for war 
work, in which it forms an important 
factor. . Italy had the stuff; she had 
to turn it into money, as she was 
unwilling to consider it from any 
other viewpoint. Thereupon Amer- 
ica, Great Britain and France had to 
raise a pool and take over the prod- 
uct, which was warehoused in Italy

Prof. Ross of Wisconsin Univer- 
sity, Just Back From Russia, 
Addresses City Club. 


EXPLAINS KERENSKY’S FALL 


Believes Bolshevik Leaders Are 
Loyal Russians and Praises 
Their Economic Program. 


ciology at the University of Wiscon- 
sin, recently back from an eight 
months’ investigation of conditioms 
in Russia, said in an address to the 


City Club yesterday, that Russia 
would now be fighting on the side 
of the allies if President Wilson’s 
statement of war aims had been 
made before the fall of the Kerensky 
Government. The aims, as recently 
stated by the President, are accepta- 
ble to the Bolsheviki, and would 
have formed the basis for a new 
alliance, he said, but the state of 
the public mind is now such that it 
would not be willing to fight for any 
allied program. 

Prof. Ross declared that the pres- 
ent German invasion of Russia is 
the greatest blunder the Germans 
have made, and that if it continues 
for another month the Russians will 
unite to make a war against Ger- 
many that will not end until the 
eastern boundary has been reconsti- 
tuted on a basis far more unfavora- 
ble to Germany than that provided 
by the Brest-Litovsk terms, which 
the Russians have offered to accept. 

German Imperialistic Aims. 

‘“‘The only fear I have is that the 
Germans will not keep it up,” he 
said. “It is the one thing necessary 
to convince the Russians that Ger- 
many’s aims really are imperialistic. 
When they are convinced the Ger- 
man army will be hurled from Rus- 
sia like Napoleon was. There are 
no people on earth who are so whol- 
ly indifferent to sacrifice and death 
for a cause in which they believe as 
are the Russians.’’ | 

He described the events beginning 
with the fall of the Czar, up to the 
triumph of the Bolsheviki. He as- 
serted that the cause of the disor- 
ders accompanying the revolution 
was the efforts of people, suffering 
from long oppression, to realize all 
their individual political and social 
ideals at the same time. He pro- 
nounced the economic program 
sound, for the most part, but not as 
good as that proposed now for Great 
Britain. 

Russians Are Hospitable. 

Prof. Ross said: “I was greatly 
impressed with the extraordinary 
goodness of the Russian nature. 
They made extravagant provisions 
for my comfort. Sociologically, they 
should be the best friends we have. 
They are a new nation, like and, 
with us, have the breadth ofmind 
which comes of familiarity with 
BZreat spaces. Both countries are 
agricultural. 

“You do not realize what htey 
sutfered under the Czars. More than 
250/000 persons were sent. to Si- 
beria or banished under the regime 
of Nicholas alone. Within five years 
the true history of the last. few 
Czars will be written from the se- 
cret archives, and it. will be found 
that no people in modern times were 
so badly abused. The Governmient 
stayed in power 25 years longer than 
any other bad Government. This 
was accomplished by a_ diabolical 
system of espionage, subsidized press, 
hired assassins and Black Hundreds. 

“The Government deliberately 
courted the lowest villains and ruf- 
fians in the country. When it finally 
fell at least 99% per cent of the 
population were glad. Everything 

| the intelligent people had tried to 
|do for 50 years had been balked. 
| Paul Miliukoff, a great scholar. esti- 
mated that the Government became 
more of a burden than a benefit 
about 1825. It was a Government 
absolutely composed of scalawags in 
uniform. 
Individualism Rises. 

| “When the repression was re- 
| moved, all the good people tried at 
once to carry. out their individual 
_ wishes. Free speech had been pre- 
_ vented, SO everybody went to public 
meetings from 8 a. m. to 10 Pp. m. 
There had been no free press, so nu- 
merous newspapers were started. I 
have seen a man reading a paper in 
the street to a group of 20 others. 
Two-thirds of the people cannot 
read. Being ignorant, they carried 
their freedom too far.” | 

To illustrate, he related how a 
trainload of soldiers forced the en- 
gineer to proceed, contrary to or- 

ders. A wreck followed, and 401 of 
| the’soldiers were burned to death. 
Waiters organized and established 
| their wages at 15 per cent of the 
gross receipts. They refused there- 
after to take tips. Prof. Ross said 
the service, as a result, was greatly

,@ained more dignity. 

He explained that the secession of 
the Finns, Polish and others was the 
result of release from repression of

| due to German intrigue. 

| Describing the present rule, he 
said that groups of more than 100 
workmen in a factory, or more than 
100 peasants in a village, organized, 
and elected delegates, These dele- 
gates formed the local soviets.

GIVES EIGHT SUGGESTIONS 


Lists Approved Agencies and 
Those on Which Catholic Arch- 
bishop Can Give Information. 


The Charities Committee of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce, in is- 
suing its list of indorsed charities for 
1918, urges contributors to conserve 
this year in the sense of giving only 
to those charities which have been 
investigated and found to be worthy. 
The following guides to intelligent 
giving are set forth in the booklet as 
aids. to such conservation: 


Sunday School Association, St. Mary’s 


Do not give to collectors just 
to get rid of them; frauds flour- 
ish on such unwise generosity. 

Ask solicitors to show their cre- 
dentials; they should carry prop- 
er credentials signed by.an officer 
of the organization they represent 
and written on its official sta- 
tionery. 

It is safest to mail your check 
directly to the treasurer of the or- 
ganization, and not give it to the 
solicitor. Do not give cash to so- 
licitors; you have no means of 
telling whether it ever reaches the 


—o 
eware of an organization which 
cannot give a better address than 

a postoffice box number. A bona 
fide organization will penn a street 
address. 

Every reputable charitable 
agency has a board of managers 
to direct its work and control its 
finances; beware of ‘‘one-man”’ or- 
ganizations. 

A charitable organization, if run 
properly, should have its accounts 
satisfactorily audited annually, 
and should be willing to make a 
public annual financial statement. 

Refuse to contribute to any or- 
ganization that is not willing to do 
this. Consult our booklet list- 
ing “indorsed charities.’’ 

Remember that unworthy char- 
itable enterprises are as often con- 
ducted by women as men. The 
fact that a woman solicitor ap- 
peals to you for a‘ contribution 
does not necessarily imply that 
thé charity is worthy. 

Always investigate before you 
subscribe, or let the Charities 
Bureau do the investigating for 
you. There is no disgrace in giv- 
ing wisely.

WARNING TO GERMANY IGNORED 


BY CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Directors of Local Body Decline to 
Submit Referendum Proposed 
by National Organization. 

Following the announcement from 
Washington that organizations com- 
prising the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States had voted, 1204 
to 154, fer the adoption of resolu- 
tidns warning Germany of the proba- 
bility of an economic combination 
against that country after the war, 
it was learned yesterday that the di- 


rectors of the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce had refused to submit the 
resolution to a referendum of its 
members, as requested by the na- 
tional organization. 

The resolutions contained the 
warning that unless the danger of 
excessive armament was removed by 
the adoption of a Government in 
Germany which would be a re- 
sponsible instrument controlled by 
the people, there would be a business 
combination formed against Ger- 
many. They were sent to all or- 
ganizations which have membership 
in the national body. 

Paul V, Bunn. secretary and man- 


ager of the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce, said submission to the 
members was refused in St. Louis by 
the directors on the ground that if 
it was intended to threaten Germany 
the resolutions would fail to accom- 
plish anything, and if it was intend- 
ed to outline a course of action after 
the war, it would be better to wait 
until the war ended before deciding 
what action to take.

TREASURE TROVE IN AMERICA. 


M. S. F.—It is better to find lost 
or hidden treasures in UU. S. than 
in Great Britain, because the finder 
has a better chance of holding on to 
ajl he finds. If farm hand Wicke 
Patterson of Libert§. Mo., had found 
a $10,000 pot. of gold in. England, 
instead of on Mr. ¥ancey’s farm in 
Missourl he would have committed | 
a misdemeanor in saying nothing 
to the authorities about it. ‘Treas- 
ure Trove, over. there, legally be- 
longs to “the crown,” that is, the 
national Government. Wicke's duty 
there would have been to have an 
inquest held over the pot. The Cor- 
Oner would .value the find, and, 


after deducting 10 per cent,, would 
give Wicke the antiquarian value 
of the coins or other objects dis- 
covered. The  National.- Museum 
would get the original treasure, if 
it proved acceptable. In the United 
States this law of Treasure Trove 
does not hold, and -the finder of 
treasure has only to consider e 
question of*a possible owner. ° a 
is bound to do this under the com- 
mon law, and geveral of the states 
have statutes based on the com- 
mon law. In Missouri, the duty of 
the finder of lost money or property 
is fully defined’ in ‘sections 8475 to | 
8485 of the Revised Statutes. This 
duty imcludes advertising the fird, 
notifying a justice of the county, 
making affidavit of the facts, ap- 
praisement of the value. and other 
proceedings. Failure: to’ ‘obey this. 
law makes'the finder subject to a 
penalty of double the value of the 
treasure found. which double value 
he must forteit to the owner. If 
mo owner appears within a ‘year 
after these legal steps have been 
taken the finder is vested with. the 
ownership of the treasure.

O American has seen more fighting at the 

N actual front and lived to tell of tt, than 

Arthur Guy Empey, who enlisted as a pri 

vate in the British Army at the beginning 

of the war and served until he was disabled by wounds. 

His book, “Over the Top,” has proved-the best setler 
of all first-hand narratives of the war. 

In the following incidents of army life, hitherte 
unpublished, he tells of the agony of waiting in the 
trenches for the moment of charging into the inferno 
of “No Man's Land,” of his feelings when wounded 
repeatedly, of the emotional surge that rose in him 
when he set foot.-in “La Belle France,’ and of his 
first hearing of the great guns on the Western front. 


The “Ladders of Death.” 


THINK the worst moments | put in during my 
18 months in His British Majesty's service were 
spent at the foot of a ecaling ladder before | 
went over the top for the first time. 

In many of the front-line trenches there are 
scaling ladders—small wooden affairs—placed 
against the parapet to enable the men to go 
over the top when the order is given to rush the en- 
emy’s trenches. ‘‘Ladders of Death” they are called, 
and there is no question that they are rightly named. 

Everything on the west front is done by the clock. 
That is, an attack is planned days ahead. The artil- 
lery begins its deadly work right on the dot. The 
commanders know exactly at what minute the bar- 
rage will be lifted so that the men will be in readiness 
tu go over*the top the following moment. 

And that is what makes a first trip up the scaling 
ladder so terrible. Half an hour before the attack 
_wordyts sént down the line, “Thirty minutes to go!”’ 
Despite. the fact that shells are screaming overhead 
and every few minutes German trench mortars are 
dropping “‘Minnies’’ close by, that message sends a 
shudder through your frame. At least, I know that 
] shuddered, and kept on shuddering until I braced 
myself with a generous swig of rum. 

The bombardment continued—blinding red flare 
from our guns in the rear, the constant racket of 
German machine guns in front of us, and every now 
and again the bufsting of a shell a few hundred feet 
away in No Man’s Land. |

I think I lived hours before we heard the 
word, “Three minutes to go!”’ and before the final sig- 
nal reached my ears I lived months and years. 

It was the keenest mental agony I ever experienced 
—waiting for the blast of the whistle. For I could 
only crouch ‘at the foot of the ladder and watch the 
second hand of my timepiece drag around its circle 
until the signa] came to go over. 

I had often read about a. person’s whole life flash- 
ing through his mind as he was falling,from a great 


"height, and I had always believed it to be the invention 


of some story-writer. But after waiting in a front- 
line trench for the lifting of the barrage, with *he 
knowledge that in three minutes | was to start for the 
German trenches, I revised my opinion of writers. 

Actually the signal, when it came, was a great relief.

_ I never knew, but before I realized it I was over the

T was on a sunny road “somewhere in France” 
that I got my first taste of war. And this first 
experience will always remain with me as one of 
the most thrilling moments-of my life.

pened this way: When we had finished our 10 days’ 
intensive training near Rouen we again entrained in 
cattle cars and traveled 36 hours to the village of 
F——, which we knew-to be quite near the front. 
Just how near none of us knew. But as we were or- 
dered to unload our rations and equipment, we knew 
we would march the rest of the distunce. 

A more beautiful day than the one on which we teft 
the village of Fe—— would be hard to imagine. We 
marohed along the road for several kilos (a kilo is 
five-eighths of a mile, but with all one’s equipment 
on one’s back it seems like five full miles) without 
any unusual incident.

_ I Set Foot in France. 

NE of the greatest moments in my life came 

when I stepped from the gangway of our 
troopship to the quay at the little Freach ~ 

port where we landed. At last I was “some- 

where in France.’”’ For months I had looked forward 
to this moment—not to mention the last five hours 
which were occupied by the channel crossing. One of 
my fondest hopes was realized and even if a French- 
man had been there to. kiss me I doubt if I would 
have been annoyed. ‘ 


The fact that the port where we landed was a 
gloomy little place and that I was still shaky on my 
feet as a result of the channel crossing, did not dampen 
my enthusiasm. I was in “la belle France,”’ and I 
understood why Frenchmen are willing to die for it. 


It may seem strange that such a feeling should 
come to an American all of a sudden. But I can only 
say that when my feet first touched French soll as a 
fighting man I experienced a complete emotional 
change.

“The bars, the grating, the screened porches, the 
jingling bunch of keys are the methods by which the 
lazy attendant escapes responsibility, the patient pay- 
ing the price. Coming from a home where perhaps 
not even the front door is locked, he is suddenly 
thrown into an abnormal environment. The surround- 
ings are pleasant and the nurse may be considerate, 
but when the patient looks out of doors he peers 
through grating or between iron bars, and when 
he turns to the door he finds it loc'ced. He fs in an ab- 
normal environment. Nothing about the place ts sug- 
gestive of a home. : 

“A violent. rage ora settled melancholia comes over 
him, requiring restraint and the consequent exhaus- 
tion In the one case, and stimulants which only add 
to the mental disorder in the other. The object of all 
institutional detention is to restore the patient-to the 
normal state as soon as possible. Then why not give 
him norma! surroundings at the outset? Why add to 
the mental anguish? What are these groups of paid 
attendants for if not to take the place of bolts and 
bars? You say that the barred window inflicts no 
pain, yet men have sacrificed every dollar they had, 
milliona sometimes, to keep from ‘%eing detained 
behind a barred window one hour. You say that re- 
straint is no punishment, set mations have spilled 
biood on countless battlefields because citizens of one 
or the other have been restrained. * 

“Mechanical restraint is more thar punishment. 
Long disuse of any member of the body will produce 
atrophy, and the wearing of a straitjacket, the re- 
straint sheet and other devices limiting the motion 
of the body disturbs eJimination and favors toxic infec- 
tion and hastens death. It is about the only instance 
where life is unlawfully taken without penalty. In 
spite of this fact, we formeriy allowed thousands of

Forbid a person, especially a weak one, to do some- 
thing he never had thought of doing, and it is a hu- 
man characteristic that he immediately will set about 
finding ways to do it, simply because it is forbidden. 

In these propositions lie something of the idea of 
the modern treatment of the insane, as exemplified at 
the Alton State Hospital, the newest of the nine IIli- 
nois institutions for the care of the mentally ailing. 
The hospital ig the first to be built anywhere with an 
entire absence of means of restraint. There is no lock 
or bolt in any building, no cell or other place where 
a patient may be shut up, no fastening of any sort for 
patients, and no screen or bar on any window. 

The patients go about the place at will, working at 
appointed tasks if they wish to do so, idling if they 
do not. Virtually all of those who are physically fit 
chdose to be employed, however, and the bul: of the la- 
bor of the institution is performed by them. Imple- 
ments with which it would be possible to tae human 
life, such as axes, pitchforks, hatchets, butcher cleav- 
_ers and butcher knives, are placed in their hands. When 
600 patients are ip the big dining room together, each 
has a steel knife and fork and heavy china tableware, 
with which a s'ull might easily be crushed. But the 
only restraint upon even the most “dangerous” and 
most “violent” is the watchfulness and the exercise of 
will of one woman nurse to about 100 patients. 

The cardinal) principle of the new method of carjng 
for the insane is nonrestraint. Formerly the manner 
in which patients were treated often was in itself the 


“*ehief cause of their violence, and in many hogpitals 
where a policy of greater kindness toward patients has 


been adepted “violent” wards are disappearing for 
want of use. Placed in pleasant instead of grim sur- 
roundings, treated with sympathy and cdnsideration 
inatead of harshness, and with a certain amount of 
indulgence because of their mental impairment, pa- 
tients become tractable. Another principle is that 
the sound and sane mind, coupled with courage and 
trained will, has thd power to control the unsound 
intellect; especially is this true since the insane mind 
is without the faculty of co-operative action. There 
never is the danger of a conspiracy such as would ob- 
tain if all restraints were removed in a prison. Any 
outbreak among the insane is an individual outbreak, 
which other insane patients often will help to quell. 
The head of the Alton State Hospital is authority for 
the statement that it is safer to go among his sev- 
eral hundred patients, almost any one of whom might 
slay attendant or visitor at will, than to walk down 
the street of a city. In 20 years of experience in IIli- 
nois institutions he has known of only two instances 
of attendants being killed by patients, and only one 
in which there was anything resembling a con- 
spiracy. The latter was at Jacksonville, where two 
girls choked a nurse to death. They had come from 
a home for incorrigible girls and it was questionable 
whether they were insane or extreme moral delin- 
quents. The other attack was an out-and-out murder 
by an insane man, without apparent provocation. The 
patient, who was well liked and trusted, thrust a chisel 
into. the back of a physician with whom he had just 
exchanged pleasant greetings and killed him instantly. 
Butattacks upoh attendants are said to be so few as 
to\he almost negligible... The patient in a vicious mood 
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usually destroys property—clothing, furniture or what- 
ever is nearest at hand. Personal attacks are apt to be 
by one patient upon another; not of a premeditated 
sert, but the result of quarrels, as, for instance, over 
cards. : 

Under the new method of treatment outbreaks _of 
any sort are decreasing in frequency. The patient 
who now becomes temporarily “violent’”’ is quieted with 
as little forces as possible, and then is restored to free- 
dom. The chances of a fresh outbreak are thus dimin- 
ished, whereas straps or a cell usually increased the 
frequency and duration of violence. 

Illinois has been working on reforms in the care of 
its insane for years. The new hospital at Alton, only 
part of whose buildings have been erected and which 
was opened only six months ago, is to be the latest and 
greatest exponent of all the humane, advanced and 
practical ground that has been gained in this direc- 
ticn. The institution already represents an investment 
of about $1,000,000. The State purchased seven farms 
comprising 1000 acres, a short distance above Alton, 
and besides the groups of farm buildings which were 
acquired has erected, as a beginning, an administra- 
tion building, two psycopathic mental hospitals, or 
receiving cottages, where the~patients are given pre- 
liminary treatment and observed until classified; the 
first of a group of 20 cottages for classified patients, 
a nurses’ home, a dormitory for workmen in which

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is the kitchen and dining hall, a laundry, a bakery and 
an electric plant. A mill in the bakery building soon 
will grind corn for all State institutions. Farm colo- 
nies, made up of about 30 patients each, under the 
care of two attendants, a man and his wife trained in 


_the work, have been established on three or four of 


the purchased farms. The institution is self-sup- 
porting in many respec’3. -It now has 625 patients, al- 
most its capacity, but eventually will have accommoda- 
tions for many more. 

The man who was selected by the Depariment of 
Public Welfare to put into operation this newest and 
what might be called Illinois’ model hospital for the 
insane is Dr. George A. Zeller, the State’s pioneer in 
the abolition of all forms of mechanical restraint in 
the treatment of the insane, including padded cells, 


barred windows and such devices as leather waistlets, . 


straitjackets and straps. He also was the first to 
abolish the use of narcotics. Dr. Zeller instituted his 
reforms in the Peoria State Hospital, of which he was 
the head from the time it was built until he became 
Superintendent of the hospital at Alton last July. He 
began his experiments about 1900 and in 1906 he put 
into full effect not only nonrestraint and treatment 
without the use of narcotics, but also the employment 
of women attendants for insane men; the eight-hour 
tour of duty; segregation of consumptives; coloniza- 
tion of epileptics; phototherapy; industrial educa- 
tion. He did not claim that any of the principles were 
new, though for the most part thgy had not then got 
much beyond the stage of merely being advocated. 
Now they are coming into wide use, and in all I[lli- 
nois hospitals for the insane they have been adopted 
entire, except that here and there a few barred win- 
dows remain. When Dr. Zeller left Peoria the hospital 
had 2200 patients, all of whom were being treated as 
are those at the néew Alton hospital. 

In one year Dr. Zeller had $6000 worth of iron 
gratings removed ‘from the doors and windows of 
the Peoria hospital. For years he kept a museum of 
apparatus for restraining the insane which he had 
been instrumental in having discarded in Illinois. In- 
cluded in it were iron shackles, handcuffs, manacles 
and balls and chains, cell keys by the score and the 
so-called ‘“‘humane” apparatus of leather, such as 
“muffs,” “mitts,” anklets, wristlets and the famous 
“bed saddle” for holding patients in bed. He also 
had a “Utica crib,” the famous bed crib with a cover 
which could be fastened; a “hock,” or “strong chair,’’ 
and the box bed in which Rhoda Derry lived naked in 
an Illinois almshouse for 43 years: 

Dr. Zeller got his inspiration for the better treat- 
ment of the insane from three years of service as an 
army surgeon in the Philippines. It was in that time 
that many of the harsh measures which had been em- 
ployed against the natives were abolished. When he 
returned to his home and took up work for the State 
it was borne in upon him that if ignorant tribesmen 
could be ruled so largely by moral force and kind- 
ness, it should be possible to control the insane with 
ey severity. Of how he has worked out his belief 

. Zeller says: 
ee ‘experienced’ asylum attendant of the old school 
ever is employed with my knowledge. Many of the 
attendants are drawn from the farms and villages 
of the State. Ignorant of the devices which relieve 
the attendant and torture the patient, they enter into

Now, before I went to London I had very little use 
for the English. I was brought up Vike the average 
American boy, and the average Englishman, to my 
mind, was a red-coated Britisher of 1776. I felt that 
the English didn’t like us, and I ‘didn’t hesitate to say 
so. However, a few weéks in the British army com- 
pletely revised my ideas. I found the average British 
soldier the best sport in the world. And don’t let 
anyone tell you that an Englishman has no sense of 
humor. The English have the greatest sense of humor 
in the world. * 


In the same way the English Tommies were preju- 
diced against the French. Before a British soldier 
lands in France he has little use for the “frog eaters,” 
as he calls them. But once his feet touch French soil 
he loses his prejudices and he assimilates something 
of the French spirit of “la belle France.” 


The first night we arrived in France we slept in 
the open on the side of a road, but our spirits were 
‘high and we were genuinely happy. At 6 o'clock in 
the morning we were ordered to entrain—not in pas- 
senger cars, but in dinky little cattle cars. Forty men 
were packed in each car like sardines—only more so. 
And it was 48 hours before we detrained at Rouen. 
But hardly anyone uttered a compluint. 

We were in “‘la belle France,” and the feeling of ex- 
ultation I experienced when I first stepped on French 
soil did not die out until our iatensified training be- 
gan several days later. 


—— 
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Crossing the Channel. 

HAVE crossed the ocean many times. I have spent 

many days and nights on ships in the barred zone, 

expecting to be torpedoed at any moment. But 

my five-hour trip across the British Channel on 
one of his Majesty’s troop ships will always linger in 
my memory as one of the most thrilling experiences 
in my life. The strangest part of it is that the sea 
was as smooth as glass and there was not a single 
submarine in sight. Nevertheles, I was seasick through- 
out the entire trip, and if there had begn a hundred 
submarines all about us, I couldn’t have felt more 
certain of being sent to the bottom. 

It all happened because we were ordered to put on 
life belts and keep them on throughout the crossing. 
We detrained at Southampton, and in columns of twos 
we marched up the gangplank of the troop ship which 
was lying alongside the dock. As I had crossed the 
Channel several times and had neverebeen seasick, I 
did not dread that feature of the trip; and an escort of 
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swift destroyers gave me confidence that even if our 
ship was torpedoed there would be no doubt about be- 
ing picked up. 

But my troubles began when we were ordered to 
line ourselves along both rails of the ship and put on 


“the life belts which were stowed away on the racks 


overhead. No sooner had I buckled on my lifebelt 
than I felt a sensation of seasickness. 

Now, as everybody knows, there is nothing worse 
than that sensation. Ard to make matters worse, the 
ship was still at the dock. One of my comrades tried 
to cheer me with a funny story about a seasick sailor 
who, when asked if Ne had breakfasted, replied: ‘On 
the contrary.” But I was in no mood for laughing. 


After what seemed several hours of agony we got 


out into the stream and finally out into the Channel, 
but despite the fact that the ship was steady as the 
largest ocean liner, my feeling of nausea increased. 

It is exteremly doubtful if a single British troop 
ship has heen torpedoed while crossing the Channel 
and with several business-like destroyers circling 
around us, I’m sure there was nothing to worry about. 
That is, I am‘’sure of it now. But at the time I felt 
that every submarine captain the German navy had 
been informed of my presence. on this particular troop 
ship and been given explicit orders by the Kaiser him- 
self to sink it at all costs. It was only a five-hour 
trip—a very short crossing from Southampton—but it 
seemed five days, and I -experienced more anguish, 
both mental and physical, during the crossing than 
during all the months at te front, with their dis- 
comforts and dangers. 

It isn’t real danger that gives a soldier his worst 
fears. Like many others, as I look back on it, I have 
had a lot of troubles, but “most of them nevey hap- 
pened.” 

But the thrill of this Channel crossing will always 
linger in my memory as the most Wisagreeable ex- 
perience in my life. I would rather be shot at svnrise 
than go through it again.

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1 Am Wounded. 


ROBABLY no question is asked of the returned 
soldier more often than “How does it feel to 
be wounded ?”’ : 

Now, no generalization is wholly true, not 
even this one. But in my opinion a severe wound 
is not as painful, at the time of being inflieted,’ I 
mean, as a slight one. I have seen men suffer 10 times 
as much from a wounded finger as from a bullet in the 
chest. : 

In my own case I know that I did not feel any real 
pain when I was struck in the shoulder by a bullet. 
I felt as if I had been hit, of course, but it was like 
a dull, heavy blow—not sharp or painful. It was a 
sont of a nervous shock, and my left side went numb. 
But I can honestly say that I didn’t suffer—at the time. 

Many months later I was wounded a second time— 
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this time in the cheek. A bullet hit me on the left 
side of my face, less than an inch below my. eye. But 
it was not painful—at the moment. 

It happened during a trench raid In the dark. It 
‘was the darkness and not the wound, that made the 
incident so terrible. As I said before, I did not feel 
any real pain when the bullet hit me. But the shock 
made me fall forward, and I struck the ground with 
a thud. 


I knew I had been hit in the face, and the first 
thing I did was to feel the spot with my hand. When 


* I took my hand away and felt it covered with blood 


I knew I had been badly wounded, and my first thought 
was for my first-aid dressing. It was so dark that I 
could not see anything, and I had to feel for my pack- 
et. By this time my brain seemed to clear, and with- 
-out much difficulty I got to my feet and started back 
t) our lines. While I could feel the warm blood trick- 
ling down my neck, and while every time I put my 
hand to my face it became sticky with blood, I did not 
suffer any_ pain. 
On my way back to our lines I was struck in the left 
arm by a bullet, but it only felt as if someone had 
punched me in the back. However, my left side soon 
went numb and I was forced to sit down. 
While I was trying to use my first-aid dressing 
again I was overcome by that feeling of loneliness that 
had overtaken me on previous occasions. It was 
dark; I was almost helpless. I think I suffered more 
mental agony from that lonely feeling out there in 
No Man’s Land than at any time during my months 
at the front. 
However, I managed to struggle to my feet again and 
i staggered on toward our lines—but not before I 
had hurled all my bombs in the direction of the Ger- 
man trench. In the darkness I stumbled over the 
barbed wire entanglements, tearing my uniform and 
lacerating my hands and legs. And I want to say 
that I felt those cuts much more than the bullet 
wounds. 
As luck would have it, a third bullet hit me—this 
time in the left shoulder, only half an ‘inch from my 
old wound. only felt a slight blow at the moment, 
but it was too much of a nervous shock. A moment 
later I fell unconscious. 
When I came to I was in a shell hole, pretty well 
covered with blood. And it was the tremendous loss 
of blood that caused me to faint again. When I 
woke up I was in an advanced first-aid post, and a 
doctor was bending over me. Thirty-six hours had 
elapsed, and my shoulder was paining terribly. My 
face was aching, and there was a burning sensation in 
my left arm. But that was the first genuine pain 
that I experienced as a result of my wounds. And 
in talking with miny wounded men I discovered that 
my experience was typical. 
However, one experiences enough pain in the hos- 
pital to more than make up for what is’ tacking when 
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An alleged pre-historic cave-dwelling cannibal, 
reproduced at the University of Nebraska. 


EFORE William the Norman sunk his 
spurs in English sod, perhaps even be- 
fore Caesar trampled the heart of Gaul 
into the dust, a crude empire flourished 
in the Missouri Valley, between St. Louis 
and Sioux City. 

The history of this empire has never 
been written. The existence of it was not known 
until a few years ago, when Robert F. Gilder, field 
archeologist of the University of Nebraska, began to 
uncover the remains of the community caves in which 
these strange people once dwelt. 

Gradually evidence of their crude art and their 
strange practices is being unearthed. Hundreds of 
specimens of their implements, their sculpture, their 
clay modeling, their ornaments and the combs with 
which they groomed their coarse hair, have already 
been uncovered and are now in the museum_of the 
Omaha Public Library and'Eastern museums. 

But who were these people, so much above the 
modern Indian in arts and: sculpture? 

Why did they gonstruct their caves in perfect rect- 
angles always averaging 20 by 40 feet in dimensions? 
How, indeed, did they remove the great volume of 
earth necessary to construct such a cave from four to 
seven feet deep? 

Why did they devour each other in a fertile valley 
where bison were abundant, as is shown by the fossil 
remains of bison shoulder bladés and other bone imple- 
ments of the caves? 

Where did they learn sculpture? What imple- 
ments or delicate tools did they use to carve 


Although they had ‘a knowledge of 
. mathematics and were skilled in 
sculpture, pottery and other arts, 
these prehistoric people, who in- 
habited the Missouri valley, prac- 
ticed cannibalism — By means of a 
‘system worked out by German 
scientists their features have been 
restored by utilizing the skulls 
found in their caves—Date of their 
presence here in question, but they 
probably were refugees from 
famine and the Aztecs in Central 
America ae S$? ey 


ley between 2000 and 4000 years ago. By others it is 
held that they must have been in the valley as late as 
the tenth or eleventh century. 

In support of the first theory it is pointed out that 
from two to four feet of black soil has accreted on 
the surface.of the ground over the fallen cave roof. 
Darwin once made an experiment in a secluded spot 
to learn how fast soil would accumulate from falling 
vegetable mold. He found that less than an inch ac- 
mumulated in 30 years. Rapid calculation will then 
show that a great lapse of years must have taken 
place to allow four’feet of such soil to accumulate. 

Again, oak trees 400 years old have been found 
growing squarely over what was once the cave site. 

A pink soapstone head less than an inch in height, 
now in the museum at Omaha, has attracted the widest 
attention of archeologists and ethnologists. The care- 
ful carving reveals some knowldge of sculpturing. 
Then, too, the features reveal a distinct type of human 
being, much resembling either the ancient Maya or Tol- 
tec faces as revealed in the ruins.of lower Mexico, or 
even resembling somewhat the Egyptian faces as re- 
vealed in the tombs and recesses of the pyramids. 

Many tiny busts.of burnt clay or terra cotta, less 
than half the size of a man’s fist, have been found in 
the caves by Dr. Stearns and Dr. Gilder. Always 
there is present in these the gaping mouth which 
strongly suggests the faces of the rain gods of ancient 
Mexico. They resemble also the many terra cotta 
masks and idols constantly being plowed up in the 
ficlds surrounding Teotihuacan. 

Do these clay busts and soapstone carvings repre- 
sent types of the races that made them? 

Ethnologists and archeologists believe they do. It is 
noteworthy that all Chinese gods have the slanting 
eyes. All Egyptian. busts and paintings reveal the 
characteristic huge aquiline nose and the ear guards in 
the headdress. 

If the busts are characteristic of this Missouri Valley 
race, then they’ were a race of strong masculine fea- 
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Reproduction of an American pre-historic cave- 
dweller of the Missouri Valley. 


tures, with prominent, heavy facial bones, particularly 
the cheek bones and the angle of the jaw. . 
Exact reproduction of the faces of two individuals 


of this lost race have been made at the College of * 


Medicine of the University of Nebraska. This has 
been done by means of a new German system of exact 
facial measurements, whereby a face of clay or piast-- 
lena may ebe accurately modeled over the surface of 
a given skull. 

The skulls of Schiller and Bach, as well as those of 
other noted Germans whose burial piaces were a mat- 
ter of some dispute, were absolutely identified by this 
system in Germany some years ago.. A tremendously 
complicated table of facial measurements, covering 
principally the average thic’ness of flesh on thousands 
of points of the bones of the face and skull, was pre- 
pared by the German scientists. 

It was from this table that. Dr. C. W. M. Poynter, 
head of the department of anatomy of the University 
of Nebraska, and his assistant, Miss Myra Warner, 
worked on the skulls furnished them by Field Arche- 
ologist Gilder. The accompanying photographs show 
the faces they have thus built over the skulls of these 
cave dwellers of the Missouri Valley empire of cen- 
turies ago. 

Strange as it may seem, this race of people mingled 
with their smattering of art and science the revolting 
custom of cannibalism. 


Some six feet beneath the surface of the ground 


today is found what was once the cave floor. It is 
packed hard with the tramping of many feet, and is 
charred in many places from numerous camp fires. 

A spot of decomposed ash is always found 


Sut the soapstone busts with exquisite detail, 

hough no more than three-quarters of an 
inch in height? 

Who taught them the,astronomy and 
mathematics that made it possible for them 
to build every cave in a perfect rectangle = 
and lay it exactly square with the compass? 

Did they come up from Mexico in_ the 
eleventh century, a peace-loving and partly “a 
cultured people, driven forth by the famine 
and the fiercer tribe of war-like Aztecs? 


Several universities are seeking to solve 
this mystery through the aid of the meager 
circumstantial evidence found in the deep, dry 
caches of the cave ruins. The University of 
Nebraska has worked for years on the sub- 
ject. The Peabody Museum of Harvard Uni- 
versity has for the past several years sent 
a quiet expedition each year to work tirelessly 
through the summer gathering what material 
can be found on the subject. Both last sum- 
mer and the summer of 1916 a Peabody expe- 
dition labored throughout the valley under 
the head of Dr. Frederick H. Stearns, director 
of the Peabody Museum. Over 1000 pounds 
of material has been collected. This is to be 
washed, cleaned, studied and classified at the 
home museum, where each year the collection 
is to be added to until science will be able to 
give the world some definite statement as to 
who and what this race was. 
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near the center of the floor, showing where 
the principal camp fire was kept. In some of 
the caves Mr. Gilder has found a smooth stone 
anvil near this fire. It is dished somewhat 
where stone hammers have wor'ed long upon 
it. Near this crude anvil, in some instances, 
have been found crude stone hamniers, smooth 
with much use. 

Then around this anvil and hammers are 
often found fragments of human. bone that show 
clearly they have been charred inthe fire and 
mashed with the stone hammer. 

The conclusion is that here about. this cen- 
tral slab of stone sat sinewy warriors, hammer 
in hand, mashing bones and sucking human 
marrow, while in darker corners naked moth- 
ers crooned weird songs and suckled savage 
babies. 

Looking at the dim history of the Toltecs of 
Mexico and Central America from the seventh 
century to 1064, we find that the terrible drouths 
and famines of the eleventh century gave rise to 
the practice of such human sacrifices. 

It is at this point in the march of centuries 
that the curtain of oblivion is drawn over the 
Toltecs and Mayas. History at this point mere- 
ly records that they fled from the famine and 
living fury of the fierce Aztec warriors j@st 
then charging over the horizon of history. 

They fled, we know, to Central America, to 
Yucatan and to other parts unknown. 


There are still conflicting theories as to 
the time in history when this race flourished. 
By some it is believed thev inhabited the val-
